THE LEAST OF THESE 


A small item appeared recently in 
Calgary papers which by its very 
brevity left in the minds of all who 
read it, a haunting unhappy memory. 
It was “John Blank, „ charged with 
stealing two cans of sardines, one can 
of beans and a can of milk, valued at 
33 cents from a department store, 
sentenced to one month’s imprison¬ 
ment with hard labor.” 

Unreasonably of course, there flash 
es through the mind, Victor Hugo’s 
story of Jean Valjean who stole the 
loaf of bread and was hounded 
through life by the police. 

No doubt the Calgary magistrate 
was fully justified in the sentence. No 
doubt petty thieving must be suppres- 
ed. Perhaps the accused was aa old 
offender. 

But after all the case is pathetic. 
Thirty-three cents worth from a de¬ 
partment store. Not jewellry, nor 
the contents of cash registers, nor a 
hold up, but just a swift-snatching at 
the cheapest nourishment, enough for 
one skimpy meal. The man was Sv 
evidently hungry. He may have tried 
to get work. He may have been a 
returned man. He may have been 
Canadian bom. The story doe6 not 
say. 

The city police court records are ev 
idence that in spite of the general 
prosperity of Canada there is great 
individual destitution. Men, women 
and children are evidently hungry in 
a land that is proclaimed a land 
of plenty. 

The jails are overcrowded, not with 
serious offenders, but with men who 
commit some minor offence and can¬ 
not pay the fine. Perhaps jail fur¬ 
nishes a bed and board answer to 
their difficulties, but it is no way out 
for a family man. 

Surely there must be some solution 
for this economic problem which con¬ 
fronts us yearly and which seems par 
tidularly acute this year. The coun¬ 
try cannot find employment for many 
people that have been allowed to en¬ 
ter. Yet citizens of the country pay- 
taxes to maintain the jails which are 
called upon to hous e these unemploy¬ 
ed able-bodied men. There is some 
serious economic fault in this strange 
circle. “We cannot give yolp a job, 
but go out and commit some little 
crime and we will see that you are 
safely hpused and fed.” 

Locally, the town council has done 
much to provide employment and 
keep people self-respecting. Can the 
situation not be attacked on a some¬ 
what larger scale. 

Locally, we seem to be fairly for¬ 
tunate compared with many other dis 
tricts. But so long as one home in 
Alberta is without food and clothing, 
that is a matter of concern to every¬ 
one in this, district who can spare a 
little. 

For* th e tnan who stole, there are 
dozens of men and women and child¬ 
ren walking grim-lipped past tempt¬ 
ing arrays of food stuffs, fiercely hun 
gry yet determined not to steal. j 

Few of us in this community have 
ever touched the hem of real hunger 
Few have been even remotely tempt¬ 
ed to steal a can of beans. How 
would we react if we were? 

Surely, in a very spirit of gratitude 
for oiur deliverance from such a 
state, we should turn offr thoughts 
and our practical giving to the re¬ 
lief of those near at hand who are 
struggling for bare existence. 


BANKS RUSHED TQ RESCUE 

Now that the New York stock mar¬ 
ket Is practically under control again, 
it might be in order to^sk if the 
banks in rushing to the rescue, were 
inspired by truly philanthropic mo¬ 
tives. That they saved the country 
from financial confusion, if not actpal 
disaster, goes without saying. But 
some of the small speculators are in¬ 
clined to complain that no move was 
made till all the little fellows were 
swept into the ash-can. Also it is at 
times remarked that a lack of de¬ 
mand for call money synchronized 
with the banks’ splendid efforts to 
stem the avalanche. However, the 
move is neither here nor there. The 
.banks have always warned the small 
speculatpr that he has no business 
buying on margin. Having done that 
who can blame them if they furnish 
the money which makes the buying 
on margin possible? For that call 
money, or “margin money,” plays a 
large part in building up the dividend 
and bonus for which bank stocks 
have become famous.—Toronto Tele-* 
gram. 


MILLION DOLLAR DEAL 

Albert Lowery of Denver, Colorado 
made a statement at a meeting of 
shareholders of A. P. Con., that sort 
of staggered those present. He said 
he had received 250,000 shares of A. 
P. Con personally as a commission 
for putting through a deal whereby 
A. P. Con. secured a half interest in 
60,OQO acres of oil lands upon the 
completion of a development program 
In other words he got a commission 
of $1,000,000 for merely putting 
through the deal, and he openly as¬ 
serted he did not feel that he receiv¬ 
ed too much. The statement created 
a sensation and has been the talk of 
the day in Alberta. A committee has 
been appointed to enquire into the 
transaction and more sensational 
stuff will no doubt forthcoming impli¬ 
cating others. 

In championships for wheat and 
oats awarded to pie Royal Agricul¬ 
tural Winter Fair, Toronto, Alberta 
swept the board. 


IS QUALITY GREAT? 

Our infatuation with our new¬ 
found enrichments gives rise to some 
possibility of delusion. For example, 
a voice, coming a thousand miles over 
the radio is the same voice still. Mag 
nifying the distance does not magni¬ 
fy the value of the message. Dis¬ 
tance lends an enchantment to the 
voice, which tends to delude us about 
its value. No mechanical means has 
yet been found to increase the qual¬ 
ity of individual cerebration. It is 
the quality of the speaker that js im¬ 
portant; the mechanism for transmis¬ 
sion is neglible. If the voice is great 
it will find its own means of broad¬ 
casting itself. It still remains as true 
as it was when Carlyle said it: "Pro¬ 
duce great men; the rest follows.” 
Indeed, I sometimes suspect that our 
modem emphasis on speed of trans¬ 
mission and the quantity of the Voi¬ 
ces that hurry about the world is a 
negation of the atmosphere in which 
great men can be produced. It is so 
inconsistent with the ripening quality 
of reflection. I find it difficult to ima¬ 
gine Emerson talking over a radio or 
Thoreau listening to one.—Mark Sul¬ 
livan.' .

CREDULOUS GIVERS 


We are a very credulous people, as 
is shown by the hordes of agents who 
for the last few weeks', have been 
combing the town. These agents rep 
resent in most cases, worthy causes, 
which bear the stamp of legality. 

But who amongst us takes the 
trouble to investigate. These people 
bear certain credentials. They say 
they represent this and that cause. If 
the individual approached has sym¬ 
pathy with the causes, or in some 
cases if he is busy and wants to be 
definitely rid of the canvasser, he 
digs down. The agent pockets the 
money graciously and disappears. 
And.where,do he and the money go? 

Possibly in some central city agen¬ 
cy, we might be able to find records 
of our giving to this and that enter¬ 
prise. But who has ever taken the 
trouble to pursue the fate of his don¬ 
ation? 

In the case of magazine agents, we 
do discover in the course of a few 
weeks, whether or not we have been 
stung. Entirely too often, we find 
that we have. But in the matter of 
these other causes, we give blindly. 
And all too often we can be lured in¬ 
to giving money for lepers in the 
South Seas, or some quch abstract 
cause, while we ignore completely 
some really practical need at our 
very door. k 

This is not intended as a knocking 
of the various far off worthy enter 
prises which solicit through the 
towns, so much as a closer checking 
v up of the alleged representatives. 


PLAY AND EDUCATION 

Children must play. But it is only 
in recent years that the value of play 
in child development has been recog¬ 
nized. 

In the playing of games, it is to be 
remembered that skill in the game is 
not the main consideration - to be 
sought. To train a few skilled players 
and to exploit the best athletes of a 
school or community is not the objec¬ 
tive of play. Far more important is 
it, to give every child a chance to 
play, to teach him obedience and con¬ 
certed action, to exercise self-control 
and - to regard principles of honesty 
and fair dealing. 

Environment has much to do with 
whole-hearted play, and the ground 
space should be ample for children to 
mill round. All too often school play 
ground is restricted in area. In la 
spacious land like Canada, it sterns 
strange that airy child or any school 
should be cramped for space. 

The wise school master now realiz¬ 
es that children should be taught 
Ijow to play, not oply as a means of 
exercising restless muScles, hut also 
a part of the contribution of school 
life to their social, mental and physi¬ 
cal life. 


NATURE SUPREME 


Nothing could more graphically 
demonstrate the dominance of nature 
over man, than the critical hydro 
shortage in Vancouver due to drought 
One reads daily of new discoveries by 
tvhich man has “conquered nature.” 
Then the boast is set at naught by a 
silent devastating reply. Man has 
not conquered. He has harnessed na 
ture, he can by means of insurance-, 
circumvent the losses sustained. Hut 
he is still very dependent on nature’s 
workings. 

The unsinkable ocean leviathan is 
sent to the bottom, like a fishing 
smack, the conquerors of the air are 
driven to earth by fog and mist, the 
city of Vancouver has been praying 
for rain to relieve the hydro sittuation 

Owing to the shortage of electric 
supply, factories have been laying off 
men, working half time, household ac 
tivities have been crippled, streets 
vaguely lighted necessitating an ad¬ 
ded police force. It is a weird situa¬ 
tion, demonstrating man’s growing 
dependence on the wonders of his own 
brain. 

And back of these wonders and 
back of man, stands nature, grim and 
untamed, sometimes friend and some¬ 
times foe, blut still unconquered. 


LESS EXPENSIVE 


A suggestion not without merit, 
has been made regarding the present 
system of changing license plates on 
cars each year. A less expensive sys 
tern would be to have a car equipped 
with a license plate when purchased 
and have that license plate perma¬ 
nently identified with the car. To 
show that the annual licence fee has 
been paid, small discs would serve. 
There would be a great reduction in 
the cost of issuing annually the big 
license plates.

At the convention of the Alberta 
Association of Municipal Districts 
held in Edmonton this week, Presi¬

TRIP FOR VETERANS 


The Stirling News Argus is broad¬ 
casting a suggestion that may great¬ 
ly appeal to returned men, and that 
might not present a too serious 'finan¬ 
cial problem. To quote: 

“With the Armistice celebration 
present in our minds, we ask what 
has really been done in an outstand¬ 
ing way for our returned men? We 
find that there is a desire on the part 
of many of our heroes to return to 
the old fields of battle; to re-visual- 
ize the days of old; to visit the 
graves of departed comrades and to 
be able to view the battlefront with 
heads in the air, and not from a 
trench. However the majority of 
soldiers could not afford the. trip. 

“To overcome this diffifjtffty, we 
suggest that Canadian steamship and 
railway companies gef together and 
hold an excursion for returned soldiers 
lo France and Belgium to view the 
battlefields. To make the fare low 
enough that every returned soldier 
possible could make the trip, and to 
extend the excursion from three 
weeks to a month or longer.

If the Alberta coal., could-’be trans¬ 
ported iir quantitjes and at a time, to 
secure the great army of coal users 
in Ontario, lor the season, there is no 
question as to its welcome.

WILL FORCE NO MAN 


Alberta Wheat Pool Delegates Dis¬ 
tinctly Opposed to Compulsory 
Wheat Pool 

Delegates at the annual convention 
of the Alberta Wheat Pool declared 
emphatically against compulsion. The 
vote was a fine expression of opinion 
and it was gratifying to note that 
Sapiro’.s oratorial efforts hud no in¬ 
fluence over them. Even in Saskatch¬ 
ewan the vote was strongly in favor 
of the present system. No farmer 
should be foreed to join against his 
will. As Mr. Wood says, “The way to 
get the non-Pool man into the ranks 
is to show him that the organization 
is conducted on a business-like basis. 
The editor of the Calgary Herald re¬ 
ferring to this question makes this 
very pertinent comment: The failure 
of the United States prohibition law 
is an outstanding example of what 
happens when men are forced to ob¬ 
serve a legislative enactment against 
their will and better judgment. Boot¬ 
legging in wheat would spring up 
alarmingly once a compulsory pool 
were put into force. 


Continental Supply Company, Lim¬ 
ited, Okotoks, has entered a claim for

-This ruling affects thousands of Im 
perial ex-service men in Canada, who 
have been unable to make application 
for pensions because more than sev¬ 
en years had elapsed from the date 
of their discharge from the Imperial 
forces.

The cost of the average tree to Can¬ 
adians is a good deal more than that. 
It would.be nice to get in on this 33 
cent bargain. 

Russel Snyder of Carmangay* was 
fined $50 and costs for killing deer 
less than one year old. This case was 
brought about through the activities 
of Special Game Guardian Lange, 
who is engaged in rounding up hunt¬ 
ers of big game who fail to live up to 
game laws. 

“Decorate your store and display 
your Christmas goods early” is as 
good advice to the merchant as “Shop 
early” is to the customer. Many dol 
lars go to outside stores each year be 
cause the merchants in the smaller 
centres fail to impress their custom¬ 
ers many of whom do their Christmas 
shopping early. 

Hon. C. A. Dunning’s advance in 
public life has been rapid. It, is only a 
little more.than 13 years since, at the 
early age of 31, he entered public life 
and became Provincial Treasurer of 
Saskatchewan. Six years later he 
became Prime Minister of the Prov¬ 
ince, and, now, after service as Min¬ 
ister of Railways, he has been advanc 
ed to the highest post in the Govern¬ 
ment of the Dominion short of the 
Premiership.

South Calgary, Ben S. Plumer of Bas 
sano; Red Deer, R. Wr-Wood of Car- 
stairs; Camrose, Lew Hutchinson of 
Dtihamel, and Edmonton, George Ben 
nett, of Mannville. 


The Alberta Association of Munici¬ 
pal Districts presented a number of 
excellent resolutions at the xecent 
convention. It was resolved to ask 
that colonization bodies guarantee 
municipal councils for five years 
against the indigency of assisted set-1 
tiers. I 

it was further resolved that the 
provincial care of indigents, neglect¬ 
ed children, tubercular patients and 
widowed mothers, and assessment for 
a poll tax of $5.00 on residents not 
otherwise paying taxes, to aid in 
maintenance of indigents. 

The government will be asked to 
regulate the sale price of coffins, the 
convention adopting a resolution to 
this effect. 

Some form of regulation of the 
speed of traffic will also be advocat¬ 
ed, to the government, a resolution to 
this effect being carried, while the 
government will also be asked to re¬ 
duce the rental of rural telephones, a 
resolution covering this matter meet¬ 
ing with the approval of the conven¬ 
tion. .

Bank of Montreal Annual Report 
Shows Big Profit for Year 


Net profits of the Bank of Montreal 
of the bank are $965,336,997, which 
amounted to $7,070,892, after deduct¬ 
ing all charges of maintenance and 
.making fuff provision for all bad and 
doubtful debts, according to the an¬ 
nual report of the bank. Thi§ sum is 
equal to 9.17 per cent on the combin¬ 
ed capital, rest and ^undivided 'profits. 

To the profit of the year were ad¬ 
ded balance of profit carried forward 
to the amount of $713,788, and prem¬ 
iums of new stock amounting to $6,- 
031,840, bfing the total amount avail¬ 
able up tjb $1.3,816,52?. Total assets 
for the fiscal year to October 31, 
represents the highest level in the 
history of the institution. Capital has 
increased lo $35,948,540, while rest is 
$2,000,000 higher, to reach a new 
mark of $37,948,540. A satisfactory 
gain in deposits is also reported by 
bank officials. 


BUSINESS AS USUAL 


That the recent crash in the stock 
market is merely an episode unrelat¬ 
ed to industrial activities seems to be 
the opinion of competent authorities. 
Persons insanely pursuing profits at 
the expense of all else have received 
a rude checking up. 

Industrial programmes in every 
province in Canada will be carried 
out along' lines planned long before 
the, storm clouds gathered over the 
stock market. Power projects in the 
East, development of mineral in the 
vast pre-Cambrian shield to the North 
opening of the Hudson Bay Railway, 
extension -of Canadian National and 
Canadian Pacific branch lines, import 
ant developments calling for expendi¬ 
ture of millions in the British Colum¬ 
bia mining and forestry fields, a ris¬ 
ing tide of mineral oil from the Al¬ 
berta field — these units compose 
merely part W the great forward 
movement in Canada. 

A review of industrial conditions 
brings small comfort to the man wip¬ 
ed out in the collapse of speculation 
hut should give new incentive to ev¬ 
ery person in that vast army engaged 
in industries founded in the needs of 
a growing population at home or prof 
itable markets abroad.—Vancouver 
Province.

COMING AND GOING 

Financial Paper elia How Some Brok 
era ge Kirin* Perform 

There are some lines of business 
that ‘‘get ’em coming and going,” but 
there are few that can make a five 
way profit on a single transaction. 
Let us qjuote one example: 

The X.Y.Z. Oil Company wanted to 
raise capital. It arranged a financing 
contract with a well-known broker¬ 
age house with offices in many differ¬ 
ent- cities across Canada. It gave an 
option to the brokerage house on a 
large block of its treasury stock at a 
fixed price. It also gave the house a 
bonus of the same - stock as additional 
payment for its service. 

The brokerage house proceeded to 
make a market for the stock on two 
or three mining and oil exchanges 
with which if was affiliated. The pub¬ 
lic swept in to buy. The broker Un¬ 
loaded the stock he" had under option 
at an enormous advance in price. He 
also spld the free stock he had receiv¬ 
ed. That made two profits. Then he 
went short a further few hundred 
thousand shares. When the price 
broke he was able to buy this back at 
low levels and make profit number 
thre e • 1° the course of the trans¬ 

actions of his clients he made a 
fourth substantial profit in commis¬ 
sions. Most of the orders he received, 
after he had disposed of the treasury 
stock he had under option, were 
bucketed.” As the broker went 
short against his clients’ purchases he 
had the use of his clients’ margin 
money in the interval and although 
he charged them interest on their un¬ 
paid balances he really did not have 
to disburse this interest himself. 
Thus, he made a fifth profit. 

Two questions immediately suggest 
themselves: 

First, can mining or “oil- finance 
stafld the burden of such an extrava¬ 
gant method of raising capital? 

Second, has the speculator a fair 
chance of -making money out of Can¬ 
adian oils and mines under such meth 
ods?—Financial Post. 


WONDERFUL MAN 

John Redpath Dougall, Editor Wit¬ 
ness, Completes 70 years News- 
paper Work 

In honor of his completion of sev¬ 
enty years as an active Journalist 
and sixty years as editor of the Mon¬ 
treal Witness, John Redpath Dougall 
aged 88 years was presented with an 
address of congratulation by employ¬ 
ees of all classes on November 30. In 
the year 1899 we accompanied Mr. 
Dougall and other prominent newspa¬ 
per publishers of the East from Tor¬ 
onto to Victoria on a press excursion 
and we have fond memories of him 
on that memorial tjrip. Mr. Dougall 
was a close friend of Sir Wilfred 
Laurier in earlier years, knew Sun 
Yat Sen intimately, interviewed Ab¬ 
raham Lincoln as a young man, and 
has been acquainted with many lead¬ 
ing figures in public life. He is re¬ 
markably active and is at his office 
daily. He has exercised an influence 
for good on Canadian and on Mon¬ 
treal in particular.

UNBIG0TED YOUTH 

Is it given to each succeeding gen¬ 
eration to acquire an entirely new set 
of characteristics or is this more a 
matter of environment than age ? 

As as example, it wuiuld appear 
that the coming men and women of 
Alberta, have been released greatly 
from the narrowing influence of big¬ 
otry. Apparently they are strangers 
to prejudices of race, party or creed.- 
They know, of course, their racial dgs 
cent and their "religious affiliation. 
Some of them at least also know the 
political leanings of their - parents. 
But this is no guarantee that they 
have the same leanings. It is do|ubt>- 
ful if these mattery of race, creed or 
politics ever come up for serious dis¬ 
cussion amongst young people. Cer¬ 
tainly not to the extent of forming 
barriers or feuds. Young 'people 
mingle whole-heartedly with the ut¬ 
most goodwill, supremely indifferent 
to the little narrowing differences 
which were a fruitful source of grand 
bid fights a generation ago. 

Most middle-aged people -can recall 
their school 'days, when a terrible 
cleavage existed djuring , a,ll election 
periods. Twelve year old Grits and 
Tories spoke only to hurl abuse at 
each other’s parties. Lacking any po 
litical crisis we have seen schools fos 
ter, deadly feuds on a Methodist- 
Presbyterian basis. .^Vnd a battle be¬ 
tween the Irish and 'the Scotch was a 
commonplace. Those days may not be 
gone forever in other parts of Can¬ 
ada, but certainly they have never 
had 8# healthy start in Alberta. 

■ And this grand release from petty 
prejudice we owe to our cosmopoli¬ 
tan people. Thef^owtlook of the older 
generation has been broadened by 
constant mingling with‘all races and 
creeds. Children in their home lives, 
are not nurtured on political fetishes. 
The adult tendency has been to work 
toward tolerance. The younger gen¬ 
eration is quite naturally, Uncon¬ 
sciously tolerant. 


LABELLED BEEF 

If Canadians consumed 15 per cent, 
more beef, the Dominion would be in 
dependent of tlie American market. 
Hence the national campai^n(to popu 
larize beef consumption in Canada by 
a system of government grading. 
The beef with a red label, is guaran¬ 
teed choice, and the housewife is tak¬ 
ing no chances. 

This is also an additional incentive 
to cattle growers to specialize in high 
grade beef. 

The Red Label Beef Breeders’ As¬ 
sociation is a Southern Alberta enter- 
prize, sponsored by the Southern Al¬ 
berta Co-Operative Association. A 
profit-sharing basis was arrived at be 
tween George Ross, M. M. McIntyre 
and other rarffchers on the one- hand, 
and on the othen a group of men anx¬ 
ious to finish feeder calves on their 
farmsflv^Alberta, rather than have 
them shipp^H-u/the States. 

Under this rancher-farmer partner 
ship 800 calves have been moved 
from ranch to farms in the Leth¬ 
bridge district. Expert aid and advice 
is' being given on the feeding and fin 
ishing of these calves. It is not mere 
ly-a winter activity, but will be a 
year round operation. 

The calves are not bought by the 
farmers but are put out amongst the 
fanners on a share basis. The feeder 
gets 1 Vi cents a pound on the weitjlW 
at time of delivery, plus all. the in- 
creased^weight during the feeding 
period. The rancher who supplies 
the beef will profit, inasmuch as the 
feeder calf has now become a choice 
marketable, finished animal probaEly 
double in weight and bringing top 
prjye. 

The Red Isabel Beef Breeders’ As¬ 
sociation will doubtless make a high 
reputation for quality beef, the fin¬ 
ished product of ranch and farm. 


CHANGE IN CABINET 

A good deal of interest is roused in 
political circles, by rumors of a 
change in the Cabinet. Strongest re¬ 
ports are that Hon. T. A. Crerar will 
be taken into the government. These 
reports are coupled with the informa¬ 
tion that Hon. Robert Forke, minister 
of immigration will enter the Senate 
Whether Mr. Forke will accept a 
seat in the Senate or remain in the 
Commons is uncertain, as he has not 
committed himself. 

Many Westerners would like to see 
Mr. Crerar made minister of railways 
in order to ensure sympathy with the 
Hudson Bay Railway and the Peace 
River outlet. 


The sport editor of the .Yorkton 
Enterprise, has furnished a few 
thoughts on the coming hockey seas¬ 
on, which have direct application to 
every hockey community. They might 
well form a guide of conduct for all 
fans and all competitive teams. To 
quote briefly: 

“The most important point about 
this hockey business is to play the 
game. Too much attention is given 
to the winning part and not enough 
to the sporting erid. First and fore¬ 
most every player should be properly- 
qualified. It is up to the executive to 
see that this rule i is enforced. The 
next important thing is to have a neu 
tral referee. No matter how good 
the hometown man is, he has no busi¬ 
ness to officiate in any game. The 
matter of deciding the winner of the 
league should be decided on the ice 
not in committee meeting. 

“To return-to the actual playing of 
the game, there has at times been al¬ 
together too much bitterness. Let a 
friendly spirit of sportsmanship exist 
between each and every team that 
goes to constitute the association. 
May the best team win the champion 
ship of-the province and may the 
team that wins that honor capture 
the Allen cup. Let this town adopt 
the underlying theme of this verse 
‘Who. misses or who wins the prize, 
Go lose or conquer as you can, 

But if you fail, or if you rise, 

Be each, pray- God, a gentleman.” 


GRAIN SHIPMENTS 

Between 60 and 65 Cars of Grain 

Daily .Being Moved. Much Grain 
in Hands of armer* 

The 1929 wheat crop still continues 
to move out of Lethbridge railway di 
vision. Between November 22 and 30 
a total of 600,000 bushels of wheat 
were shipped out this figure bringing 
all shipments of wheat to date up to 
‘23,164,000 bushels. 

Marketings have now reached 32,- 
420,000 bushels and it is thought a 
large quantity of grain is still being 
held by the farmers. This thought is 
strengthened when it is shown that 
the storage stocks only decreased 
200,000 during the last week of No¬ 
vember in spite of the fact that 600,- 
000 bushels were shipped. 

The amount of wheay on hand at 
the present time amounts to 8,169,000 
bushels with other grains totalling 
365,000 bushels. The daily car load¬ 
ings increased somewhat dfuring the 
past few days and the average hover¬ 
ed between 60 and 65 cars per day. 

Edward Condille, aged 27 years, 
manager of the F. Bturns’ Creamery, 
Nanton, was killed by a freight en¬ 
gine in the railway yards on Friday 
afternoon last. The deceased was 
walking „to the creamery from town 
and slipped on the ice and evidently 
fell close to an approaching engine 
that was switching. 


GHOST SAVED US 

Power Troubles Here Would Have 
Been Bad Were It Not for Ghost 
*" River Dam 


If it were not for the completion of 
the Ghost River project there is lit¬ 
tle doubt but that the power situa¬ 
tion in Alberta would now be (Juite 
serious. Over in Vancouver the peo¬ 
ple there have experienced a serious 
shortage of power owing to the very 
dry season at the Coast ami the city 
is at timds in semi-darkness with fac¬ 
tories closing for the want of power. 
Alberta has thus an object lesson in 
the need for water storage. Mr. Bax¬ 
ter, general manager of the Calgary 
Power Company said that there was 
water in Lake Minnewanka and a 
fair head of water at the Ghost dam 
and that this situation existed be¬ 
cause it was known that at this sea¬ 
son of the year Alberta would re¬ 
quire. all the storage possible. At 
Vancouver, the situation was entirely 
different. 

I'sually at this time, Vancouver 
was experiencing a rainy season, 
with, a plentibude of water. The very 
unusual Circumstance of a drought 
period in a usually wet season was 
responsible for the trouble. 

“We have to look ahead for water 
storage to meet the - * growing powcT 
load in Alberta,” Mr. Baxter stated. 
The Ghost dam in • the futurg may 
prove insufficient and for this reason 
sites such the Spray lakes have been 
under considerption.

HRISTMAS is an institu¬ 
tion and a spirit too good 
to let die. TheJjtory of 
the Christ child is the 
sweetest story in the 
woe Id and it never be¬ 
comes stale. When a 
, little child hears it for 

the first time, he loves it and holds it. 
For centuries wise and simple alike hail 
the joyful wonder of the cradle at Bethlehem as the fittirfg prelude to the tragic 
wonder of the cross. The tale of the first Christmas morning is that heavenly 
messengers have manifested themselves in our earthly sphere; heaven and earth 
are bound together; God and man are kin: the spiritual is .linked to the material. 
The Word or Expression of GodriA uttered through a human being. The religious 
message of Christmas is fundamental. ‘‘Glory to pod in tji* highest” is first in 
order; then comes goodwill in and among men; ancfonly then can peace abide. 

Some do not definitely recognize this religi¬ 
ous basis, yet gladly proclaim and obey the be-' 
best of the Christmas message. They would 
readily agree with Charles Dickens when he said: 

"I have always thought of Christmastime, apart 
from the veneration due to its sacred name and 
origin—if anything belonging to it'Can be apart 
from that—-as a good time, a kind, forgiving, 
charitable, pleasant time.” 

The institution which can create such a 
spirit even for one day is worth preserving. 

Christmas speaks to me with many tongues 
snd every tongue has its own rignificance. 

1. It speaks with the tongue of rejuvena¬ 
tion. There is here a new Ix-ginning for the race. 

The Calendar of Christendom teaches us to date 
our years not from the first Good Friday or 
Easter, but from Christmas. Since the birth of 
Christ, and by it, a new beginning has been 
made in the history and every new year may be 
designated a fresh Annus Domini yearof the Lord. 

2. It speaks with the tongue of deep my¬ 
stery, mystery not of darkness, but of light 
From the nature of the case the wisest and the 
simplest must kneel in wonder before this real 
manifestation of God, the Almighty, in flesh. 

The Incarnation rives us the nearer vision of 
God. The invitation-of the Season is not: “O 
come let us explain Him," but: "O come let us 
adore Him.” 

3. It speaks with the tongue of Love. It is 
the s : gn of God’s sympathy with His^creatures. 

His desire to come near to them His love has 
endured all human experiences from infancy to 
death. ‘‘The divine became human that the 
human may become divine.” So said one, of the 
early Fathers of the Church. Love gives Itself 
and longs to possess the answering love of its 
beloved. Christ is God's.unspeakable gift to us. 

All Christmas giving rests upon the self-giving 
of God. Christmas love seeks to give to those 
whom we love, to those who are in need, seeking 
for nought in return. 

4. It speaks with the tongue of humility. It 
brings home to us the picture of one who ‘‘be¬ 
came poor” for our sake. As we remember the 
example of this great humility we dare not keep 
the feast in pride. The poverty of the Birth 
does not set class against class, but it does teach 
how little the greatest things of life are bound up 
with abundance of material goods. “Simplicity” 
of life is compatible with much or with little of 

’this world’s possessions; it is a thing of the spirit; 
and it is taught by the circumstances of the 
Infant Chris*. 

6. It speaks with the tongue of thanksgiving. 

In return for God’s inestimable gift to us, how 
can we show forth our gratitude? And for all 
the blessings of this life, foi friends, for children, 
for cheer, for opportunities, for achievements, 

Christmas bids us thank our Heavenly Father. 

We gather in homes made bright by His presence; 
we are linked by loving thoughts to friends and 
kinsfolk now far away; we remember our be¬ 
loved dead who are safe in the heavenly lanl 
and surely they in Christ remember qs and send 
us a message of good cheer. All the associations 
of the season bid us be thankful. 

tj. It speaks with the tongue of forgiveness. 

It gives to friends the occasion of speaking out 
their mutual affection, and to those estranged 
the opportunity Df reconcilliation. When angels 
sing “Peace on Earth and Mercy Mild," can we 
not bury our grudges and sweeten our resent¬ 
ments? Let us pray for grace to forgive those 
who have annoyed us, even as we humbly pray 
to be' ourselves forgiven by God. 

7. It speaks with the tonvue of eternal child¬ 
hood. It is pre-eminently the feast of the little 
ones. That is why the Spirit of Christmas per¬ 
sists and remains the sam“. Childhood means 
innocence, simplicity, affection, nearness to God. 

It means also promise, growth, development, the 
beginning of a process of spiritual progress, the end of which is not yet. All the 
winsome glories of Home grow ou* of the spirit of Christmas. 

8. It speaks with the tongue of Hope. “Hope was born on Christmas day.” 
The keynote of the old carol strikes the keynote of the Christmas celebration: “Let 
nothing you dismay. The Dayspring from on high, the golden sunrise of Love has 
dawned on<the darknesr and despair of mankind, to give us light and guidance into 
the valley of peace. Christmas is a day. It is also a spirit. We may live in the 
spirit of Christmas all the year through. That spirit is the spirit of giving oneself, 
of loving, of brotherhood, of service. We can keep the Christmas spirit every day 
but we can not keep it alone. 

Canada is a land of homes. The Home is the peculiar sphere of the Christ¬ 
mas spirit. May this Christmastide bring joy and peace to our Canadian homes 
and consecrate us to better service in the year to come!
